Mayor Obtains Permit

Plans preparatory to count ruction 
of playgrounds on ground border­ 
ing State street in the western sec 
lion of East End were announced 
today by Mayor Ralph C. Benedum.

N either is opposition to economy en­ 
tirely a m atter of partisan political policy, Though ii 
happens th at Republicans are in control of the de- 
pa rf men ta. 
The power to enforce economy lh** with 
congress, w here Democrats have actual control in 


adoption is only a question of tim e.’* 
This country has taken advantage of the produc­ 
tivity of sales taxes ©(nee 1794 when, a t the instance 
of Alexander Hamilton, a Tax was placed on property 
sold at auction. 
Such taxes were used extensively 
during the Civil war period. 
Sales taxes on specific 
comm odities have been dependable source of rev­ 
enue for the treasury from the beginning of things and 
if anyone doubt* that Senator Smoot h right when 
he says that adoption or a general sales tax I* only 
w m atter of tim e he need only exam ine the Increas­ 
ing popularity of the principle. 
T he objection th at it d o es not take into account 
ability to pay is greatly over-rated for the good rea- 
non th at in th!* type of governm ent there la not the 
slightest possibility of enacting a ‘general sale* tax 
without exem pting prim e necessities. 
If a secondary 
m otive of taxation be to "soak the rich,” and th at 
motive seem s to have come to stay, a general sales 
tax is a proper instrum ent. 
He who buys m ost pay* 
most, but, in the case of a general sales tax, without 
the dangerous realization that a handful of citizen* 
are supporting th* governm ent and, therefore, have 
a right to run the government. 
In all probability, Senator Reed will not bring a 
general sales tax up again when the tax bill is d is­ 
cussed in the s°nate. 
The oppoidtion is too strong. 
Rut he knows and the clear thinking opponents cf 
the tax know that as long a* ways and mean* of 
collecting adequate revenue are to be sought a gen­ 
eral sales tax is the most effective and the fairest 
m eans.

Platform Making 
Am ericans are supposed to set great store by the 
political platform s erected for them by the fixers wm# 
attend to such m atters at the national conventions.

A platform is a place 
for public speaking, which 
means that it la a place from which the public mind 
can be influenced. T hat definition does very well for 
a political platform , it serves no other purpose of any 
greater im portance. 
James Bryce, in his Am erican Commonwealth, re­ 
ported that the tendency of party platforms “is neith­ 
er to define nor to convince, but rather to attract 
and confuse.** Another critic called the party plat­ 
form "the biggest farce of all the acta of this great 
parliament of the party.’* Still another, Henry Jones 
Ford, the American historian, observed that “con 
cerning issues which are settled” the party apeak* in 
clear, sonorous voice,’’ but on new issues “it mum­ 
bles and quibbles.**

dripping wet candidate for the presidency standing 
in the lee of a platform pledging th* party and It« 
nominee* “lo an honest effort to enforce the 18th 
am endm ent.’'

The project is sponsored by the 
B etter Follansbee association, with 
the ptirpoee of relieving the un­ 
employed and at the sam e tim e 
providing a civic improvem ent. L. 
A. Dilelr is in charge. 
The recreation center, when com­ 
pleted, will consist of about four­ 
teen acres, with tennis and volley­ 
ball courts, a junior baseball dia­ 
mond, picnic Bite*, and large swim­ 
ming pool. 
The pool, now alm ost finished, is 
built of reinforced concrete and is 
of the most modern type. It is 129 
feet long, 55 feet wide, with n depth 
varying from 3 | to l l feet.

W hen completed, 
th© entire project will represent an 
actual cash outlay of less than $20,* 
069, though 
its real commercial 
value has been estim ated at ap­ 
proxim ately $50,009.
